Some local merchants met Tues 
day morning to discuss ways of 
improving the downtown area, as 
well as, other business areas of 
Elba 

The purpose of the newly formed 
Elba Merchants Association is to 
develop ways of making Elba busi 
nesses more attractive and accessi- 
ble to the public in an effort to keep 
the commerce in Elba 

At the beginning of Tuesday's 
meeting, the question was, “What 
can we do to get the people to do 
more shopping in downtown Elba 
instead of going to other cities?” 
But soon, the merchants agreed that 
the question was one that all busi- 
nesses in Elba needed to find the 
answer(s). And, they decided that it 
was something that needs to be 
done together 

“This association is a part of the 
chamber,” said Kaye Whitworth, 
director of the Elba Chamber of 
Commerce. “And, | want you to 
know that the chamber is ready to 
do whatever it needs to to make this 
effort work.” 

As the association chairpersons, 
Janice Bell and Jimmy Harrison, 
explained the idea behind the mer- 
chant’s association to the business 
owners in attendance, they opened 
the floor for any suggestions of 
ways to keep the business in town 

“Just putting on new faces and 
making it look good isn’t going to 
make people shop downtown,” said 
Bell. “We'ye got to come up with 
things we can do on a yearly basis 
to vet people in our stores and cre- 
ate business.” 

She suggested that the downtown 
business look at doing things 
together such as sidewalk sales, 
sponsoring events on the square, 
advertising mailouts, or mystery 


puzzles (where customers have to 
visit the various stores around the 
square and tind pieces of a puzzle 
to try and solve it). 

Harrison added that the revital- 
ization in which the merchants 
association wants to bring to the 
businesses could work alongside 
the PA (Positive Attitude) Cam- 
paign that the chamber of com- 
merce is soon to implement. After 
all, the goal of the chamber’s cam- 
paign and the mission of the mer- 
chants association is simply to get 
people excited about business in 
Elba. 

“We're trying and need to create 
enthusiasm among our chamber 
members and business owners,” he 
said. “We can’t sit around and wait 
for the business to come in our 
stores anymore.” 

On that note, Kenneth Calhoun, 
who's business is on the square, 
asked the other merchants present 
whether they thought the idea of 
closing on Wednesday afternoon 
was still good business attitude for 
the future of the city. 

“T’ve been here nine years and 
just started closing on Wednesday 
afternoons,” he said. “But, that’s 
because there is no traffic.” 

Calhoun said he believes if the 
businesses Want to be competitive 
with businesses outside of Elba, 
they have to look at more hours. 

“| think we are missing a lot of 
business on Wednesday,” said Bell. 
“| think closing is something that 
we started a long time back and we 
continued it through the years, but 
I'm not sure its a good idea any- 
more.” 

fom Maddox, who also has a 
business on the square, said adjust- 
ing hours would be something that 
everyone would have to work 
together in unity to make work, but 
coordinating hours together would 
be hard to do 


“T would like to see us have a 
downtown clean-up day,” said 
Whitworth 

She said people aren't going to 
want to shop an urea that is dirty 
looking and has stuff crowding the 
area and making it hard to get 
around, Therefore, she said she will 
plan to go before the city council at 
its next meeting to see what they 
can do about asking the businesses 
to take time and clean-up around 
their area some. 

On a suggestion by Harrison, she 
said she also will plan to talk with 
the county commission about keep- 
ing the area around the courthouse 
in a more presentable state 

“Pl tell the council and commis- 
sion that we are working to do a 
better job with these things, and we 
want to ask them to make the same 
commitment, Whitworth said 

At this point, the next step for the 
Elba Merchants Association is for 
merchants to take time during the 
next week to make a list of ideas for 
keeping business in town. The 
association will meet again next 
Tuesday, Aug. 10, at 8 a.m, at 
Pearl’s Deli and discuss the various 
ideas. They will then work towards 
implementation of the ideas and 
reach their goal of creating enthusi 
asm about business not just on the 
square but throughout Elba. All 
business owners in Elba are eneour 
aged to attend Tuesday’s meeting 


and help the Elba Merchants Asso- 


ciation create a successtul story of 
improving business for each other 
and the cits 

“The key to this idea is whatever 
we say we are going to do...We 
need to do it,” Bell said. 

And, those present at Tuesday's 
meeting seemed fo agree that the 
time has arrived to not just talk 
about what needs to be done, but to 
actually do something about it 


New Brockton council approves paving project

The New Brockton Town Council 
probably set a record for the short- 
est meeting Monday evening taking 
about 12 minutes to “zip” through 
the eleven-item agenda 

However, one major decision 
made by council members was to 
resurface a majority of the town’s 
streets. 

In earlier meetings, the council 
had approved a street resurfacing 
project Which will be funded by a 
$100,000.00 erant trom the state 
Along with the base bid several 
alternates were Submitted as “add 
ons” (other streets) to the project 
After reviewing the bids, the coun 
cil elected to po ahead with the 
paying of all the streets included in 
the base bid and also the ones 
selected us alternates 

Ihe streets included in the base 


bid are: Brock, Caldwell, Church, 
Clay, Grant, Dawkins, Langston, 
Metcalf, Rainey, Ross, Row Bridge 
Road, Sawyer, Sparks, Till Alley, 
Tyler, Watkins SW, and Younglood. 
rhe cost cf resurfacing these streets 
is $95,486.00 

Alternate streets set for resurfac- 
ing include N. Lee ($3,787.50), 
Morton ($4,132.00), Faulk 
($2,183.00), Adams ($2,183.00), 
Watkins NW ($1,403.00), Knight 
($1,559.00), and Martin Luther 


King ($7,094.00). The total cost of 


the resurfacing project will be 
$117,827.50 (Total base bid of 
$95,486.00 plus a total bid for the 
seven alternate streets of 
S22 341,50) 

Mayor Britt Lee said) the town 
would probably have to borrow the 
money to complete the project but 
quickly added that it would be very 
worthwhile to do so, It was noted

Phe effort began us a result of a 
Strategic plan suggestion tor a 
National Fraternal Project.

Involvement in disaster relief is 
not new to Woodmen members. In 
many parts of the country, lodges 
are already actively involved in dis- 
aster relief efforts, many times 
working side-by-side with Red 
Cross volunteers.

Also, Woodmen from the 
state of Georgia sent in truckloads 
of supplies during both tloods 

In) other Woodmen areas. 
portable generators and other 
equipment can be delivered to dis 
aster sites and distributed in neigh 
borhoods to enable residents to 
keep their retriverators and freezers 
running 

When Joseph Cullen Root found 
ed Woodmen in TS90, there were 
very few public agencies to provide 
help tor people and communities in 
times of need, It was an era when 
people came together to help one 
another. As a traternal benetit soci 
ety, Woodmen offered members 
both insurance protection and the 
Opportunity to work together to 
help others 

It was in that spirit of fraternal 
ism that Clara Barton founded the 
American Red Cross in [SS1, rely 
ing on dedicated volunteers to pro 
vide services to people in need 

Now, more than a century after 
Woodmen and the American Red 
Cross were founded, the wo orga 
nizations have joined forces to form 
a unique partnership designed to 
provide disuster reliel to people and 
communities throughout the nation

CODE OF CONDUCT — 


The Elba City Board of Education is committed to providing an orderly, well disci- 
plined environment in which students can attend school. The school administration is 
expected to implement this commitment. Students are expected to conduct themselves 


at all times in a manner that will contribute to the best 


dled between teacher, child, and parents/guardians 


Formal Disciplinary Actions 


The following is a list of alternative methods for disciplinary action 
which may be administered by the school principal or his/her designee to 
students enrolled in the Elba City Schools: 


A. SCHOOL BUS SUSPENSION 


A student may be denied the privilege of riding a school bus because of 


misconduct on the bus for a reasonable and specified period of time. The 
parents/guardians will be notified in writing of the student’s school bus 
suspension 


B. CORPORAL PUNISHMENT 


The use of corporal punishment should follow the use of other correc- 
tive measures which have failed to improve student behavior. Prior to the 
administration of corporal punishment, the student shall be given an 
Opportunity to explain his/her actions. When corporal punishment is 
required, it shall be administered with care, tact, and caution by the prin- 
cipial or teacher according to’ board policy. A second member of the pro- 
fessional staff shall be present to serve as witness and shall be informed 
of the reasons for the punishment prior to it being administered. Corporal 
punishment shall not be administered in the visual presence of students 

All cases of corporal punishment shall be documented by the person 
administering the punishment. Included in this documentation should be 
written explanation of the reasons for the corporal punishment and the 
name of the witness. 

Corporal punishment shall not be administered in the presence of visi- 
tors. No teacher is allowed to administer corporal punishment for another 
teacher. 


C. OUT-OF-SCHOOL SUSPENSION 


A student may be placed on out-of-school, suspension by the principal. 
This disciplinary measure is the removal of a student from school for vio- 
lation of school policies, rules or regulations, or for otherwise causing 
interference with or disruption of the orderly operation of the school. 
Situations which might dictate out-of-school suspension include: 1) pro- 
cedure for expulsion of student being exercised, 2) presence of student 
poses an immediate and continuing threat to him/herself, others, and or 
school property: 3) violation of school regulations. Procedures for out-of- 
school suspension will be enacted in accordance with Board policy. 


D. IN-SSCHOOL SUSPENSION PROGRAM 
(ISS) 


The Elba City School In -School Suspension Program consists of a 
supervised detention area during the school day. This provides for an 
alternative school setting away from and separate from the regular class- 
room and student body. Students may be assigned to this program on 
either a short term (3 days) or term (5 days) basis. Students assigned to 
ISS will not be al!owed to associate with the student body during the peri- 
od of time the, are assigned to this program nor participate in sports, 
cheerleading, band or any other school activity, nor are they to go on 
school retated trips or outings. Bathroom breaks and lunch breaks will be 
scheduled at a time that does not conflict with other breaks or lunch peri- 
ods. Students will be under the constant supervision of the ISS supervisor. 

Students will be required to complete all assignments from the regular 
classroom teachers during the time they are confined to the ISS program. 
The assignments, reports, tests, etc., will be graded by the regular class- 
room teacher, 

Students will not be allowed to talk, confer, walk around, attend assem- 
blies, sleep, use the phone, or leave class while assigned to the ISS room, 
While a student is assigned to ISS he/she may not drive on campus. 

The length of time assigned to the ISS may be extended for any student 
that fails to abide by or adhere to established ISS rules. 

All students assigned to the ISS program will be assigned by the prin- 
cipal or assistant principal for reasons as stated in the Code of Conduct 
Guidelines given below: 


Classification of Violations 


Violations of the Code are divided into three classes: Class | - Minor, 
Class Il - Major, and Class III - Terminal. Each classification is followed 
by a disciplinary procedure to be followed by the principal or his 
designee. 

In the following classes of violations and disciplinary procedures, it is 
understood that the student will be provided with due process before any 
disciplinary action is taken, 


CLASS I - MINOR OFFENSE 


1.01 Distraction of other students - any behavior that alters the teach- 
ing process of the classroom or educational activity. 


1.02 Quarreling, minor harassment. 


1.03 Use of profane or obscene language. 


1,04 Non-conformity to dress code - any dress that is disruptive to the 
educational setting or is a hazard to the health or safety of the student. 


1.05 Minor misbehavior on a school bus. 


1.06 Inappropriate public display of affection, 


interest of the school system. 
Good discipline is extremely important to the total school program and is vital to the 
development of citizenship. It is anticipated that most discipline problems can be han-

to remember when grilling. Trim 
any visible fat from the meat before 
cooking it. This reduces the total fat 
by nearly 50 percent. 

The size of the portion is just as 
important as the fat content. The 
Food Guide Pyramid recommends 
5 to 7 ounces from the meat group 
each day. This can be broken down 
into two, 3- Gunce portions about 
the size of a deck of cards. 

Add flavor to meats by using rubs 
and marinades. Rubs are blends of 
dried herbs and spices that flavor 
the exterior of meat as it cooks. 
Marinades, made with herbs. spices 
and an acidic liquid such a wine 
Vinegar or lemon juice, enhance the 
flavor of meats. 

Meats aren't the only foods you 
can cook on the grill, Summer pro- 
duce offers bold flavors and colors 
to meals and is perfect for grilling. 
Season chopped vegetables, such as 
zucchini . bell peppers and egg- 
plant, with basil, parsicy, onion and 
garlic. Wrap vegetables in foil cov- 
ered with cooking spray and grill 
10-15 minutes. 

Small cuts of meat should be 
cooked directly over the heat 
sources and should be turned peri- 
odically to cook evenly. Thicker, 
larger cuts of meat should be 
cooked over indirect heat 

Bank coals around the edge of the 
fire grate and center the drip pan in 
the middle. Place the meat on the 
grill over the pan, cover it and let it 
roast 

Most foods cook fast on the grill. 
Burgers made with lean meat cook 
in about 10 minutes. Pork chops, 
chicken breasts and fish steaks cook 
in less than 15 minutes. When meat 
and poultry juices run clear, or fish 
flakes easily, they're done.

ELBA CITY SCHOOLS 


CODE OF CONDUCT — 


The Elba City Board of Education is committed to providing an orderly, well disci- 


plined environment in which students can attend school. The 


school administration is 


expected to implement this commitment. Students are expected to conduct themselves 
at all times in a manner that will contribute to the best interest of the school system. 


Good discipline is extremely important to the total school program and is vital to the 


development of citizenship. It is anticipated that most discipline problems 


can be han- 


dled between teacher, child, and parents/guardians in a calm, reasonable manner. 


Formal Disciplinary Actions 


The following is a list of alternative methods for disciplinary action 
Which may be administered by the school principal or his/her designee to 
students enrolled in the Elba City Schools: 


A. SCHOOL BUS SUSPENSION 


A student may be denied the privilege of riding a school bus because of 
misconduct on the bus for a reasonable and specified period of time. The 
parents/guardians will be notified in writing of the student’s school bus 
suspension 


B. CORPORAL PUNISHMENT 


The use of corporal punishment should follow the use of other correc- 
tive measures which have failed to improve student behavior. Prior to the 
administration of corporal punishment, the student shall be given an 
Opportunity to explain his/her actions. When corporal punishment is 
required, it shall be administered with care, tact, and caution by the prin- 
cipial or teacher according to’ board policy. A second member of the pro- 
fessional staff shall be present to serve as witness and shall be informed 
of the reasons for the punishment prior to it being administered. Corporal 
punishment shall not be administered in the visual presence of students. 

All cases of corporal punishment shall be documented by the person 
administering the punishment. Included in this documentation should be 
written explanation of the reasons for the corporal punishment and the 
name of the witness. 

Corporal punishment shall not be administered in the presence of visi- 
tors. No teacher is allowed to administer corporal punishment for another 
teacher. 


C. OUT-OF-SCHOOL SUSPENSION 


.A student may be placed on out-of-school, suspension by the principal. 
This disciplinary measure is the removal of a student from school for vio- 
lation of school policies, rules or regulations, or for otherwise causing 
interference with or disruption of the orderly operation of the school. 
Situations which might dictate out-of-school suspension include: 1) pro- 
cedure for expulsion of student being exercised, 2) presence of student 
poses an immediate and continuing threat to him/herself, others, and or 
school property: 3) violation of school regulations. Procedures for out-of- 
school suspension will be enacted in accordance with Board policy. 


D. INSSCHOOL SUSPENSION PROGRAM 
(ISS) 


The Elba City School In -School Suspension Program consists of a 
supervised detention area during the school day. This provides for an 
alternaiive school setting away from and separate from the regular class- 
room and student body. Students may be assigned to this program on 
either a short term (3 days) or term (5 days) basis. Students assigned to 
ISS will not be allowed to associate with the student body during the peri- 
od of time the, are assigned to this program nor participate in sports, 
cheerleading, band or any other school activity, nor are they to go on 
school re‘ated trips or outings. Bathroom breaks and lunch breaks will be 
scheduled at a time that does not conflict with other breaks or lunch peri- 
ods. Students will be under the constant supervision of the ISS supervisor. 

Students will be required to complete all assignments from the regular 
classroom teachers during the time they are confined to the ISS program. 
The assignments, reports, tests, etc., 


will be graded by the regular class- 
room teacher, 

Students will not be allowed to talk, confer, walk around, attend assem- 
blies, sleep, use the phone, or leave class while assigned to the ISS room, 
While a student is assigned to ISS he/she may not drive on campus 

The length of time assigned to the ISS may be extended for any student 
that fails to abide by or adhere to established ISS rules. 

All students assigned to the ISS program will be assigned by the prin- 
cipal or assistant principal for reasons as stated in the Code of Conduct 
Guidelines given below: 


Classification of Violations 


Violations of the Code are divided into three classes: Class I - Minor, 
Class II - Major, and Class III - Terminal. Each classification is followed 
by a disciplinary procedure to be followed by the principal or his 
designee. 

In the following classes of violations and disciplinary procedures, it is 
understood that the student will be provided with due process before any 
disciplinary action is taken. 


CLASS I - MINOR OFFENSE 


1.01 Distraction of other students - any behavior that alters the teach- 
ing process of the classroom or educational activity. 


1.02 Quarreling, minor harassment. 


1.03 Use of profane or obscene language. 


1,04 Non-conformity to dress code - any dress that is disruptive to the 
educational setting or is a hazard to the health or safety of the student, 


1.05 Minor misbehavior on a school bus. 


1.06 Inappropriate public display of affection, 


1.07 Gum chewing. 
1.08 Eating or drinking in unauthorized areas, 


1.09 Locker abuse, incidental defacement, littering of school 
property. 


1.10 Possession of radios, tape players, cards, electronic games, ete. 
without written administrative approval 


1.11 Sitting in parked vehicle after arniving at school or returning to 
vehicle during the school day without permission 


1.12 Tardies - Procedures will be followed as outlined under “Tardies

Cook healthy and tasty foods 


to remember when grilling. Trim 
any visible fat from the meat before 
cooking it. This reduces the total fat 
by nearly 50 percent. 

The size of the portion is just as 
important as the fat content.

This can be broken down 
into two, 3- Gunce portions about 
the size of a deck of cards. 

Add flavor to meats by using rubs 


and marinades. Rubs are blends of 


dried herbs and spices that flavor 
the exterior of meat as it cooks. 
Marinades, made with herbs, spices 
and an acidic liquid such a wine 
Vinegar or lemon juice, enhance the 
flavor of meats. 

Meats aren’t the only foods you 
can cook on the grill, Summer pro- 
duce offers bold flavors and colors 
to meals and is perfect for grilling. 
Season chopped vegetables, such as 
zucchini , bell peppers and egg- 
plant, with basil, parsicy, onion and 
garlic. Wrap vegetables in foil cov- 
ered with cooking spray and grill 
10-15 minutes. 

Small cuts of meat should be 
cooked directly over the heat 
sources and should be turned peri- 
odically to cook evenly. Thicker, 
larger cuts of meat should be 
cooked over indirect heat. 

Bank coals around the edge of the 
fire grate and center the drip pan in 
the middle. Place the meat on the 
grill over the pan, cover it and let it 
roast. 

Most foods cook fast on the grill. 
Burgers made with lean meat cook 
in about 10 minutes. Pork chops, 
chicken breasts and fish steaks cook

New student enrollment figures show 
changes in school size since 1997 


The Alabama High School 
Athletic Association has released 
the student enrollment figures of its 
member schools that were used to 
reclassify the schools for the 2000- 
2002 school years, and while the 
reclassification will not take place 
until next year, the student enroll- 
ment figures were based upon a 
school’s daily average attendance 
during the second month of the 
1998-99 school year, making the 
figures an accurate figure for stu- 
dent population for the coming ath- 
letic seasons. 

The figures are based on counting 
the students on a 1:1 basis in public 
schools, and 1.35:1 in private and 
parochial schools, with the popula- 
tion based upon students in grades 
10-12, and ninth grade hold-backs. 

Following is a look at the school 
sizes in each classification, noting 
changes in student population from 
the previous reclassificgtion done 
two years prior. g 
CLASS 1A ‘ 

Brantley High Schooe was listed 
as the largest 1A school in the state 
last year based upon figures com- 
plied back in 1997-98 with a stu- 
dent population of 126.4, but has 
seen its enrollment fall to 102.95 
and now ranks 45th among the 79 


schools making up Class 1A. Zion 
Chapel was listed as #7 among the 
1A schools with an enrollment of 
124.5, but it too has dropped, and 
now stands at #31 with a student 
population of 116.30. Kinston High 
School was listed with a student 
enrollment of 129.8 back in ‘97 and 
was moyed into the 2A ranks, but 
Kinston has seen a decline in enroll- 
ment, and while it will remain in 
Class 2A for this year, has a student 
population of only 114.45, which 
would place it only 35th in next 
year’s 1A list. 


CLASS 2A 

New Brockton was listed 33rd in 
the 2A ranks based upon the ‘97 fig- 
ures with a student enrollment of 
167.0, and unlike its fellow county 
schools, saw an increase in enroll- 
ment as its student population grew 
to 191.83, and is now the 21st 
largest school in Class 2A. 


CLASS 3A 

Elba High School was ranked #60 
based upon the ‘97 figures with an 
enrollment of 209.8, and despite 
seeing an increase in student popu- 
lation to 215.30, dropped among the 
schools in Class 3A to 63rd out of 
66 schools.

Commission’s meeting routine

The Coft County Commis 
sion’s bi-monthly meeting Monday 
morning was brief and precise deal 
ing with bid openings and general 
business 


Commissioners resolved old 
business by opening two packets of 
bids. one on the repair of a bulldoz 
er undercarriage and the other on a 
new bulldozer 

Thompson Tractor of Dothan was 
the low bidder on the undercarriage 
repair at $13,995.00. In their bid 
they specified five working days 
were needed for the work to be 
completed 

The awarding of the bid for the 
new dozer took a little longer to 
resolve, After the only two bids 
received were reviewed by the 
county engineer, Randy Tindell. 
commissioners awarded the bid to 
Flint Equipment of Troy. Their bid 
of $97,800.00 was not low: howe, 
er, it was the only bid meeting the 
specifications of the bid. 


Mindell told commissioners that 
the specifications not met had noth 
ing to do with the equipment but 
With the warranty, He explained 
that .he county's bid specifications 
called for a one-year full warranty 
to include the cost of service calls 
and travel time on all warranty 
work 

Thompson's (the low bidder at 
$94,211.00) warranty was for only 
SIX months with a charge for ser 
Vice calls and travel time within 
that same time period 

Both bids contained a sixty- 
month lease/purchase plan with 
Thompson's monthly payment 
being $1.822.83 and Flint’s 
$1,902.21] 

\ brief discussion by commis- 
stoners finally resulted in the 
awarding of the bid but there was a 
long pause before a motion was 
made by Commissioner Linda 
Westbrook and seconded by Com- 
missioner Tom Grimsley to make 
the award, Commissioner Doug 
Dalrymple abstained while the 


Coffee County BOE signs consent 
decree to achieve unitary status

The members of the Coffee 
County Board of Education, during 
a noon meeting last Thursday, 
agreed to sign a consent decree 
Which hopefully will settle a law- 
suit filed in 1967 to end racial seg- 
regation in Alabama’s public 
schools. 

“Although we have not been 
accused of anything.” explained 
Superintendent Rodger Bowden, 
“A federal court order entered as a 
result of the Lee vs Macon lawsuit 
requires all school systems to prove 
they have achieved ‘unitary status’ 
by eliminating all vestiges of racial 
discrimination.” 

Now that the decree has been 
signed by the local board, it will be 
sent on to the State Board of Edu- 
cation for their approval or disap- 
proval, and then forwarded to U. S$ 
District Judge Harold Albritton for 
action in the courts. This same pro- 
cedure is being followed by school 
systems all over the state. 

The document contains proce- 
dures and policies that will be 
adhered to by the school system 
which should, according to Bow 
den, “improve recruiting efforts and 
increase extra curricular activity 
participation by our black stu 
dents.” 

The superintendent noted that the 
decree has been studied by himself, 
members of his staff and the 


board’s attorney, Jim Weatherford, 
and he asked the board to approve 
the document which they did unan 
imously. 

Bowden presented each member 
of the board with a copy of the Par 
ent/Student Information Guide for 


their review and approval. He told 
them that only a few minor changes 
and additions had been made to the 
guide from last year’s. 

Provisions of the recently legis- 
lated Family Rights and Privacy 
\cts have been included, clarifica- 
tions to the dress code have been 
made, and the recently approved 
Promotion/Retention Policy for 
grades K-6 approved by the board 
has been included in the revised 
guide. Each student will be given a 
copy of the guide to take home for 
review by them and their parents, 
\n acknowledgement will be 
signed by both indicating they have 
read the guide, and it will be 
returned and placed on file. 

On the beginning of the new 
school year, Supt. Bowden report- 
ed. “We've had a great opening so 
far. We had a good in-service on 
Monday with John Osborn address- 
ing the teachers.” 

“It’s the first time I’ve been to an 
in-service that I didn’t hear a single 
negative comment. It was just a 
great day. The teachers seem to be 
ready to come back to work, and it 
Was just a very positive day.” 

He told board members that all 
principals - Zion Chapel, Kinston 
and New Brockton - reported they 
all had very smooth openings on 
Wednesday (August 4). 

Bowden, as yet, did not have an 
accurate enrollment count; howey- 
er, he estimated that the number of 
students attending county schools 
will be between 2,000 and 2,100. 

Finally, the board approved Bow- 
den’s recommendation to employ

In other business from the county 
engineer, Tindell told commission 
ers that the time was drawing neat 
for the renewal of annual bids on 
items rock, rip-wrap, 


asphalt, seed, fertilizer, insecticides,

etc. He requested, und received, 
permission to send out bid requests 
for these type items for the fiscal 
year 2000 

Tindell also requested that he be 
allowed to send out bids for the 
paving of County Roads 159, 542 
and 543. Grant funds were received 
more than a year ago from the state 
to pave these roads, and Tindell 
explained that the projects have 
finally made it through the state’s 
review process and are ready to bid. 

The engineer requested that the 
bids* opening date be set for Sep- 
tember | in a special called meeting 
and be awarded in the September 
13th commission meeting. After the 
commission makes the bid award, it 
will then have to be submitted to 
the State Department of Transporta- 
tion for approval. Commissioners 
granted Tindell’s request. 

Commissioners rescinded a 
motion made in a previous meeting 
to award the bid for relocating the 
home of Jewel Turner to Ducky 
Johnson House Movers after 
receiving notification that he had 
“underbid™ on the project.

John Brim, who represents Gemi- 
ni Consultants, the provider of tech- 
nical support for the county’s com- 
puters, reported to commissioners 
that Coffee County’s computer sys- 
tem is ready for Y2K. He told com- 
missioners that the system was test- 
ed last weekend and passed with 
flying colors. 

“We had a very good test,” said 
Brim. “We had one error in the boat 
renewals [Probate Office] and we 
had that corrected within thirty 
minutes, That was the only soft- 
ware error we found.” 

He added that he had six PCs to 
fail; however, that was not surpris- 
ing since they were all old - some 
purchased as far back as the 1990 
flood. 

Brim recommended that the com- 
mission consider making provisions 
in the upcoming budget hearings to 
replace these computers.

City sharing cost in industrial

The Elba City Council voted 
Monday evening to share the cost 
of an additional 125 acres of land 
for the Elba Industrial Park. One 
half of the $86,500 will come from 


the city coffers and the other half 


will be paid by the Elba Industrial 
Board. The property joins the back 


corner existing industrial park, off 


Larkin Road. The property is being 
purchased from Posey Kilcrease 
Timber Co., which bought the land 
from the Teresa Brunson estate, cut 
the marketable timber and agreed to 
sell the property to the city. 

Elba Mayor James Grimes, who 
put the package together with the 
blessings of the city council and 
Industrial Board, explained to 
council members that most of the 
property is usable and the balance, 
Which is in the flood plain, could be 
used to accent the developed 
parcels by preserving and/or restor 
ing the original wetlands atmos 
phere The mayor also noted that 
engineers have already drawn off 
13 five acre lots, with paved roads 
and other improvements. If neces- 
sary, industries will be able to com- 
bine two or more of the lots and 
maybe use some of the lower eleva- 
lions for parking and/or truck turn 
arounds, 

The council also rescinded the 
acceptance of a high bid on sale of 
timber at the ball park. The bids 
had been opened and accepted 
before the advertised closing day 
for bidding. 

No bids were received on a 
FEMA buy-out house at 852 Wash- 
ington Avenue, The city will there- 
fore tear down the house in accor- 
dance with FEMA regulations 

At the request of Police Chief R 
W. Whitworth, the council voted to 
advertise for new pistols for the 
police department. All officers will 
then be training with and using the 
same weapons. Whitworth estimat 


ed that 20 new pistols will cost 
about $10,000. 

Whitworth also reported that 
D.A.R.E. officer Dean Blair has 
been elected by the Alabama 
D.A.R.E. Officers’ Association to 
serve as the Alabama Southeast 
Region Area Representative. The 
election was held at the D.A.R.E. 
Conference in Sheffield, AL on 
August 5th, 

Monthly bills totaling $22,108.01 
Were approved for payment, These 
included $4,078.97 for vehicle and 
equipment repairs; $784.62 for rock 
purchases, $729.00 for asphalt mix; 
$1,900.10 for chemicals; $2,700.00 
as the 6 month expenses on the 
NCIC machine at the police depart- 
ment; $928.24 annual inspection of 
fire extinguishers in vehicles and 
buildings; $689.00 fire department 
equipment inspection 

Phe city clerk reported that the 
sewer project is progressing well 


The first crew is finally off of Oak 
Street and the accompanying sand. 
They are now digging in hard clay. 
A second crew is at work on 189 
North. 

Grimes reported that the June 
sales tax check has been received 
and it amounted to $102,293.17, 
The mayor expressed a wish for 
local sales to remain high and help 
the city relieve the financial strain

Mayor Grimes presented a

Upon 
the arrival of law enforcement and emergency medical personnel, a 
Ford Bronco was found overturned with one individual thrown 
clear and another partially out of the vehicle. The vehicle had left 
the roadway overturning after colliding with a mail box mounted in 


brick, 


Bud Mack McCart, 20, of Rural Route 3, Opp was taken by Coffee 
County EMS to Elba General Hospital where he died of his injuries 
shortly after his arrival, The other victim, a man whose identity was 
not known, was taken to Opp Mizell Memorial Hospital by a unit of 


the Opp Rescue Squad, 


According to reports his injuries were not thought to be life threat- 
ening. MeCart’s body was taken by the Alabama Department of 
Forensic Science to Montgomery where an autopsy was to be per- 
formed to determine cause of death, The crash is being iny estigated 
by Alabama State Troopers Dale Cobb and David McGowan, the 
Coffee County Coroner’s Office, and the 12 Judicial Circuit District 
Attorney’s office, Troopers were assisted at the scene by Coffee 


County Sheriff's Deputies.
